The liquidation of commodities and credits continued during the year 1921, 
and this is reflected in the following aggregate figures of banks, trust com- 
panies and private bankers:

The combined capital and surplus, including all undivided profits of the 
same institutions as of November 15, 1921, was $515,588,576, as compared 
with $511,482,572 on November 15, 1920, showing an increase of $4,106,004. 
Comparison of the combined capital and surplus November 15, 1921 — 
$515,588,576 — with deposits of $3,693,782,845 on the same date, shows an 
excellent ratio of one to seven. 

The Department during the year authorized 73 new institutions, consisting 
of the following: 10 banks, 10 private bankers, 5 investment companies, 12 
safe dieposit companies, 2 savings banks, 15 savings and loan associations 
and 19 credit unions. 

Of the private bankers authorized, three were new organizations. Licenses 
w«r€ issued to the others to enable the continuance of businesses previously 
conducted that were affected by the death or retirement of interested indi- 
viduals. 

The policy of the Department in encouraging the adoption of the corporate 
form of organization, because of the better protection afforded depositors, 
has been continued and, during the year, one privad:e banker closed out his 
private banking business and, after providing additional capital and com- 
plying with other requirements, completed the organization of a State bank. 
Several others are contemplating the change. 

The names of institutions, locations and other data relative to new organi- 
a»tiona are given in Schedule 2, accompanying this report.

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INSTITUTIONS VOLUNTARILY CLOSED 

INSTITUTIONS IN LIQUIDATION BY THE BANKING DEPARTMENT 

Institutions voluntarily closed during the year appear in Schedule 3. The 
savings and loan associations and credit unions that have voluntarily closed 
were all small organizations that have been for some time past in liquida- 
tion. The business conducted by the private bankers appearing in this 
schedule has either been continued by other individuals or succeeded by an 
incorporated State bank. The majority of the outstanding stock of the 
investment companies appearing in this schedule is owned by banking insti- 
tutions which are liquidating the companies for the purpose of reducing the 
amount of investments owned of that character. 

The liquidation of the institutions listed in Schedule 10 of the last report 
has, with two exceptions, been completed, final dividends paid, and accounts 
filed and approved by the Supreme Court. The two exceptions are the Model 
Building and Loan Association and the Union Bank of Brooklyn. 

The closing out of the Model Building and Loan Association is awaiting 
a decision in a case now before the Supreme Court, Appellate Division, First 
Department. The assets of the Union Bank of Brooklyn have all been sold, 
with the exception of one parcel of real estate, the final disposition of which 
is delayed by a pending foreclosure proceeding. 

During the year, the Department took over the affairs of the following 
corporations and private bankers:

1. Imbrie & Co Private Bankers 

2. Bank of Cuba in New York Corporate Bank 

3. Banque Industrielle de Chine Afi^ency of Foreign Bank 

4. National Thrift Bond Corporation... Investment Company 

5. Italian Discount and Trust Company. Trust Company 

1. Imhrie d Company, Private Bankers. The Department took charge of 
the affairs of Imbrie & Company, Private Bankers, on the same day that a 
Federal Court receiver was placed in charge of Imbrie & Co., Stock Exchange 
brokers and investment bankers. As the same individuals were interested in 
both firms, it was the opinion of the Department and the members of the 
private banking firm that the depositors' interests would be best protected 
by the Banking Department taking charge of its affairs. 

Claims filed and allowed as of November 17, 1921, amounted to $217,773. 

Claims filed and not allowed as of November 17, 1921, amounted to 
$1,236,442. 

A first dividend of 50 per cent, has been paid to the depositors and it is 
expected, as soon as certain claims which were rejected are disposed of, that 
a final dividend of 60 per cent, will be paid. 

2. Bank of Cuba in Neio York. The closing of this bank was due to 
the suspension of the Banca National de Cuba, located in Havana, Cuba, 
which was the majority owner of the capital stock of the Bank of Cuba 
in New York, and regarded generally as the parent institution. The officials 
of the Bank of Cuba in New York, with authority from the directors, decided, 
in view of the above circumstances, to request the Department to liquidate 
its affairs. 

Claims filed and allowed as of November 22, 1921, amounted to $291,038. 

Claims filed and not allowed as of November 22, 1921, amounted to $43,808. 

A first dividend of 60 per cent, has been paid on the allowed claims. At 
the present time claims for priority are being heard by a referee, appointed 
by the Supreme Court. As soon as the referee's report is filed and certain 
assets, consisting of notes, claims and other property involved in Cuba, are 
disposed of, it is expected that a final dividend of 40 per cent, will be paid 
to the creditors whose claims have been allowed. 

3. Bamque Industrielle de Chine. This corporation has, for a number of 
years, had a license from the Department to conduct an agency in this State, 
pursuant to the provisions of our Banking Law. 
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On receipt of advice that the business of the main office in France and 
the other foreign offices had been placed in charge of the proper authorities 
for the purpose of liquidation, the agent in charge of the New York office 
advised this Department that he was instructed to ask that similar action 
be taken here. 

The greater part of the business of the New York agency was with banks 
and merchants in China and Europe. Because of the unusual nature of the 
business transacted and because of the involved condition of the liabilities, 
the problems presented were new and difficult. Inasmuch a^ this is the first 
case of its kind since the amendment to the Banking Law, giving to foreign 
corporations the right to establish agencies in this State, there were no 
precedents to follow in the solution of the problems presented. 

The questions presented had to be settled before determining what claims 
were allowable as against the agency. The present plan is to regard the New 
York agency as a separate legal entity and liquidate its affairs in accordance 
with the provisions of our Banking Law. It follows, therefore, that creditors 
of the New York agency must be paid in full before any other claimants are 
entitled to share in the distribution of cash or other assets. 

The notice to creditors to file claims was not sent out until recently, due 
to the above conditions, and also because it was expected the Paris office 
would present a plan for reorganization of the bank. 

Until the time within which creditors may file claims has expired, it is 
not possible to state exactly the amount of allowable claims. Most of the 
assets, however, have now been reduced to cash. An estimate of the amount 
of the liabilities, made by the Special Deputy in charge of the liquidation, 
indicates that the cash and other property now under the control of the 
Superintendent of Banks will be sufficient to pay in full the creditors of 
the New York agency. The question of the disposition of any remaining 
surplus will be submitted to the Supreme Court for instructions. 

4. The National Thrift Bond Corporation. This company was organized 
in the year 1914 as an investment company with a representative list of 
incorporators and directors. The business consisted of selling participations 
(known as Thrift Bonds, Thrift Bond certificates and Thrift receipts) in 
high-grade securities on weekly and monthly installment payment basis. If 
these participations are held to maturity they will be paid in full, provided 
the underlying securities on deposit with the trust company acting as trustee 
are paid at their maturity. Many of these underlying securities, however, 
do not mature for a considerable number of years, and what is needed at 
the present time is to provide a means for redeeming the thrift securities at 
face value. A plan to accomplish this is in tentative form, and the directors, 
through their counsel, have signified their willingness to contribute the 
necessary amount of cash and execute the required guarantees. When the 
plan is in final form it will be presented to the Supreme Court for approval, 
public announcement will be made and the notice required by statute will 
^e sent to all those interested. 

5. Italian Discount and Trust Company, This Department took over the 
affairs of this company on the morning of December 29, 1921. This course 
was agreed on by the directors of the company and this Department for the 
protection of depositors, in view of the reported closing of the Banca Ital- 
iana di Sconto, located in Rome, Italy, which is the nmjority owner of the 
outstanding stock of the Italian Discount and Trust Company of New York. 
The liabilities of the latter institution at the date of the Department's last 
examination, made within the last six months, were $11,000,000, about 40 
per cent, of which were payable in Italian lire. 

LEGISLATION 

The legislation which I am prepared to recommend at this time is the 
f ollow^ing : 

1. Amendment to the Stock Corporation Law or a prohibition in the 
Banking Law which would confine a bank, in the issuance of stock, to one 
class. Prior to the amendment of section 61 of the Stock Corporation Law 
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(1919) our Banking Law governed this question. The amendment referred 
to is broad enough to permit banking corporations to issue more than one 
class of stock. I have discussed the subject with a number of the leading 
bankers of this State and it is the concensu-s of opinion that banking cor- 
porations should be restricted in the issuance of stock to one class. Any 
change in the present form of bank organization which would permit the 
issuance of preferred stock would, in their opinion, ultimately lead to 
troublesome situations in our banking system. 

2. Savings banks to have the right under the same conditions governing 
banks and trust companies (in so far as applicable) to have one branch. 

There is a special need for branch privileges iii New York City and the 
other larger cities throughout the State. 

The following legislation is und^r consideration. I will be prepared to 
make my recommendations after the matters have been considered by the 
associations representing the different classes of institutions affected.* 

1. Credit unions. Restrictions, on the amount which may be loaned to 
any one member and the number of shares that may be owned by any one 
member. This is being considered at the present time, as there appears to 
be a tendency on the part of some of the credit unions to make large com- 
mercial loans and thereby digress from tlie intended purpose of credit unions, 
which is to encourage thrift among investors of limited means and to provide 
small loans to needy borrowers. Articles 7 and 9 of the Banking Law, 
under which the Morris Plan companies and personal loan brokers respec- 
tively operate, provide limitations on the amount which may be loaned 
directly or indirectly ta any one individual. In case of investment com- 
panies it is $5^000 and personal loan brokers $300. 

2. There is some doubt as to whether the stockholders of inve&tment com- 
panies organized under article 7 of our Banking Law are liable for an a cess- 
ment to make good an impairment of capital. In view of the additional 
powers of these corporations, aman^ which is the right to receive deposvits 
in foreign countries, it may be considered advisable to amend the law so as^ 
to eliminate any doubt on this subject. 

3. Amendment to the provisions of our law governing the operations of 
the agencies of foreign corporations located in this State. Consideration i:^ 
being given to the following proposed changes : 

(a) That the minimum actual capital paid in be $2,000,000. This is the miui- 
mum amount required by our law for investment companies doing an acceptance 
business. 

(b) That foreign corporations be required to keep on deposit in this; country 
at th« ajirency assets equal to a certain percentage of the agency's liabilities. 

(c) That, in the event of voluntary or involuntary liquidation, creditors of the 
agency In this State be entitled to priority of payment.

Detail Appbofbutioks and Expenses of the BAiaKinD Dbfartment 
The total expenses of the Department during the year which ended 
June 30, 1931, amounted to $387,360.28, as compared with $343,T»fl.26 dur- 
ing the preceding year. The account of the Banking Department on the 
books of the Stat« Comptroller shows that from the date of the D^art- 
ment's organization in 1851 lo June 30, If^l, the Department had received 
from the State Treasurer an aggregate of $5,105,810.43, and had paid into 
the State Treasury in the same time a total of $4,832,122.29. The balance 
due the State Treasurer on July 1, 1021, has since been paid. The coBt of 
maintaining the Department since its organization in 1S51 has, therefore, 
been entirely paid by the institutions under its supervision. The appro- 
priations and expenses paid during the fiscal jear which ended June 30, 
1021, are shown in the following table:
